Kenton County School Teachers Is 
Arrested on Charm* of Murder Fol. 
lowing Death of Girl Pupil Who 
Hud Been Missing Some Time. 

Covington. Ky., May 26. — Scarcely 
had the funeral services for Zelmn 
('lemons, fourteen-year-old daughter 
of Leo demons, wealthy farmer of 
Bracht. Ky., twenty-four mllM houUi 
of Covington, reached u conclusion 
yeBterday when Thomas Sohree. Jr.. 
20 years old. a school teacher at 
Hracht. was arrested on a charge rf 
murder in connection with the girl's 
death 

While the funeral services were be- 
ing conducted at Hracht, Orle B Ware. 
Commonwealth Attorney of Kenton 
county, and Kdward J. Tracy, Kenton 
county attorney, held a conference, 
following which the warrant for Se- 
hree's arrest was filed. 

It was churged that MIsb ('lemons, 
who was a pupil at the Hracht school, 
where Sebree was a teachers, disap- 
peared several months ago and that In 
the frst week of April the was found 
at the homo of an aunt In Covington 
seriously 111 She was removed to her 
home, where sho died late Tuesday 
morning Just before noon. 

On April II, three weeks after dem- 
on! had located his daughter, he went 
to Covington and filed an affidavit 
against Sebree with Judge John H. 
Read In the Kenton county court 
charging Sebree with a statutory of- 
fense In connection with the disap- 
pearance and Illness of his daughter 

Sebreo was arrested by Sheriff 
Peter P Thlel and wus taken to .the 
Kenton County Court .where his bond 
wa» fixed at $10,000. The bond was 
signed by his futher. Thomas Sebree. 
Sr., also a wealthy farmer of Hracht. 
Kentucky 

But after this the girl steadily grew 
worse and every time the caso came 
up for hearing It had 10 be postponed 
because of her condition. Sebree has 
not been given a hearing on the stat- 
utory charge and It was said yester- 
day that the murder charge which hns 
Just been filed Will take precedence 
over the first charge 

Sebree was rearrested yesterday on 
the murder charge by Deputy Sheriff 
Robert Durr of Independence. Ky . 
and was taken before Judge John H 
Read. Tho warrant charging murder 
was Issued by acting Judge John W 
Chambers of Independence. 

Judge Read fixed Sebrees bond at 
$16,000, which was promptly signed 
by his father. The preliminary hear- 
ing on tho murder charge will ho held 
Friday before Judgo John B. Read In 
Kenton County Court. Covington

The important case of Chambers 
Balrd, receiver of tho People's' Build- 
ing aud Loan Co., of Ripley, against 
L. V. Williams and American Guaran- 
tee Co., of Columbus, Ohio, on the 
surety bond for $10,000 of Williams as 
defaulting secretary of the Duildlng 
and Loan Company, wap on trial lust 
Veek In the Common Pleas Court, at 
Georgetown, before a Jury and Judge 
Jas. W. Tarbell. 

The trial lasted from Monday morn- 
ing until Friday evening and was bit- 
terly contested. 

The Jury returned a judgment 
against Williams and the American 
Guaranty Co. for tho full amount of 
the bond of 110,000. 

Messrs. K It. Young, of Ripley, and 
O. E Young, of Georgetown, were at- 
torneys for the receiver, and Mr. R. 
L. Pile, of Georgetown, and Mr. Kahle. 
of Columbus, were attorneys for the 
defendants. The receiver was also 
assisted in the trial by Mr. Nicholas 
Itlsch. of Cincinnati, former State Ex- 
aminer of building and loan associa- 
tions, who discovered the shortage In 
October. 1920, and by Mr. Edward L. 
Campbell, of Ripley. These two gen- 
tlemen performed most of the heavy 
work In preparing for the trial and 
presenting the proofs of the embezzle- 
ment. All of the books and property 
of the People's Building and Loan Co.. 
mnklng a truck load, was transported 
to Georgtown and used In the court 
room, making the largest amount of 
documentary material over presented 
In a case In this court. 

The surety bond for $10,000 on 
which suit was entered was dated 
March 7, 1016, and the receiver was 
limited to making proof of shortage 
since that time to October. 1920. when 
Williams gave himself up. 

A shortage of over 171,000 was 
claimed, and proof of over $51,000 was 
finally prescuted to the jury. A largo 
number of witnesses were called and 
heard. The defense of tho American 
Guaranty Company, was entirely tech- 
nical, as they could not deny the 
proofs o fthe large nhortage. Their 
chief claim of defense was that at the 
time when they issued their first bond 
of $2,500 for L. V. Williams as secre- 
tary In 1913, a statement of the affairs 
and condition of the People's Building 
and Loan Co. was made by the com- 
pany showing that It wng In good 
shape and that no shortage then exist- 
ed. It was claimed that this statement 
was untrue, and that us the Guaranty 
Co. relied on It they were not liable 
on the bond. But no proof was offered 
not admitted that the officers of tho 
People's Building and Loan Co., other 
than L> V. Williams had any knowl- 
edge of any crookedness. In addition 
L. V. Williams, who made application 
for the bond and who was the only 
guilty party, was also the agent of the 
Surety Company. Thus their only 
material defense failed, and the jury 
promptly returned a judgment against 
them.

Lexington, Ky.. May 26. — An addi- 
tional million pounds of the redricd 
tobacco of the Burley Tobacco Grow- 
ers' Co-operative Association has been 
sold by President James C. Stono and 
several other big sales are imminent, 
It was said at tho offices of the associ- 
ation yesterday. 

No information was given out as to 
the purchaser of the thousand-hogs- 
head lot or the prospective purchas- 
ers.
